Lies for the ignorant and 
Unrighteous to flee unto; but that 
ſtormy and wintry Appearance is well 
nigh over and gone, becauſe the Sun is 
lo far riſen, and the true Light ſo ſbineth, 
that moſt begin to ſee, that thoſe Re- 
ports, were but) Lyes and. Scandals 
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„ 
raiſed 52 leaves to cover the naked- 
neſs of other Profeſſions, that begun 
ſo manifeſtly to appear, through the 
Light that fhinech in (theſe; Peoples 
Lives and Converſations. But though 
the firſt be gone, yet the latter ſtill 
ſticks with many, as not knowing 
what they hold, as to Doctrine, ſome 
laying, They deny the Scriptures, and 
the \Reſurrettion of the Body, and all 
Ordinances, with the Man Chriſt, and 
his Death and Sufferings, and Imputa- 
tion La his Righteouſneſs, and Faith in 
his Blood, &c.

Santtification are fin iſhed, but not 
divided: For as he - B>- Sanctifieth 
and Juſtiſieth is one, ſo do theſe go 
together ; and when the Soul hath the 
greatelt ſenſe of Juſtification upon it, 
through the Vertue of the Blood of 
Jeſus. by the living Faith, then, is it 
moſt in love with Holineſs, and at 
the greateſt diſtance from Sin and Evil; 
and when ever there is a failing in San- 
cHification, there is alſo ſome eclipſe of 
Juſtification in the Eye of the Soul, until 
Faith hath recovered its Strength again, 
which it loſt by Sins prevailing. For 
as the fartheſt and cleareſt fohr is in

the brighteſt Day, ſo is it with the 
Soul, When it is moſt in the Bright- 
neſs and Beauty of Holinefs, its Ju- 
ſtification appears moſt Glorious, 
and its Unlon and cbnmun od moſt 
ſweet and laſting; and ſo, like two 
Twins, as they are much of an Age, 
ſo they are like one to the other; and 
what God hath Joyned together, let no 
Man put 2 5 
We alfo by this 7 believe, 
That Acceptance with the Father is 
only in Chrift ; and by His Righte- 
onſnefs made Ours, or tmputed ny 
Us ; not by the Creaturdly. Skill, bu 
by the Ae Akt of God's 1 
Grace, whereby the Soul feels the 
jy Herr Werwperg ſelf applying by its 
own Faith, and Jede pes ing by his 
Spirit and 1 making riſt Auch the 
Soul, Wiſdom, Ri ie Santtifica- 
tion and Repro. Sothat we bel ieve, 
and are fare, that there is a great dit- 
ference between Imputation, as it is 
the Act of Man's Spirit, and as it 1s 
the Act of Free Grace, without Man's 
forcing. And fo we diſtinguiſh be- 
tween Imagination and Imputation 
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gainſt the letter, we are clamoured 


upon, as If we denied the Imputation 
t Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, when it is 
only unto thoſe that are! not' made 
Righteous by it, to walk 23 he alſo 
walked : For, as the Scriptare faith, It 
is not he that faith he is Righteous 
by the Imputation of Chriſt's Righte- 
ouſneſs, but He that doth Righteoa|- 
neſs, u Righteous, as Chriſt is Righte- 
05, 1 John 3. 7. he that believes o- 
therwiſe is deceived. And yet it is 


us, nor as inherent in us, as Acts, by 
which we are accepted of God, and 
juſtified before him; but by Chriſt, 
the Author and Worker of thoſe Acts 
in us and for us, whereby we know 
that we are in Him, and he in Us, 
and we hold him as our Head; into 
whom all things are gathered together 
in One, even in Him.

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We further believe, That God. is on- 
ly to be worſhipped, and not an 
Likeneſs that Manmakes unto himſelf 
of God, from any view, ſight or 
knowledge that he hath. had of him, 
but in every Act and Service, Man is 
to know what Subſtantially, as well as 
whom Speculatively or Notionally, 
he worſhippeth, as it is written, John 
4. 22. Te Worſbip ye know not what : 
Wie know what we Worſhip ; for Salva- 
tion is of the Fews. And he that thus 
worſhips the Father, honours the Son 
by the ſame Spirit, which is one with 
the Father and the Son; in which 
Spirit only God is worſhipped, accor- 
ding to the form of its own chooſing, 
and manifeſting of it ſelf in and by, 
according unto the good Pleaſure of 
the Father, who is a Spirit, and limits 
Man unto the Spirit's Form, but al- 
lows not Man to limit the Spirit. un- 
to his Form, though it be not of his 
inventing Originally, but of the Fa- 
ther; yet Man muſt no more limit 
God unto it, then he could command 
God to appear in it at firſt: For as he 
chaſe it himſelf, fo hath he reſerved

And'if Honeſty and 
Uprightneſs of Heart may be heard, 
we believe and know, the many dead 
Souls every where, notwithſtanding 
their Baptiſms, will be as ſo many 
witneſſes againſt them, by their gro- 
veling upon the Earth, as ſo many 
flain and killed Men by the Letter, 
while the Spirits quicknings have 
not been'known in the true Baptiſm 
into Death. For we find by daily 
Experiences; that Moſt Men and Wo- 
men live like Pharoah's lean Nine, on- 
ly to eat up the Fat, and to envy 
thoſe that are not ſo lean-SoulPd as 
themſelves.

And they continuing daily with one ac- 
cord in the Temple, breaking Bread from 
Houſe to Houſe, did eat their Meat with 
gladneſs and fingleneſs of Heart, praiſing 
God, and having favour with all Peo- 
ple, Acts 2.-44, 45, 46, 47. And we 
| believe 
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believe that the Apoſtle, in-1 Cor. 11. 
20. ſaith true, where he faith, When 
ye come together therefore in one place, 
this is not to eat the Lord's Supper. 
Ang all that he ſpeaks in that Chap- 
ter is not to perpetuate that outward 
breaking of Bread, otherwiſe. than 


as the Believers did, that were Filled 


with the Holy Ghoſt in  ſingleneſs o 
Heart; as — . id, _ yet £4 
judge not thoſe who break outward 
Bread, and drink outward. Wine, be- 
ing in a belief they are command- 
ed ſo to do, to put them in remem- 
branee thereby of the Body and Blood 
ſeſus Chriſt, by the Remembrancer, the 
Spirit of Truth, which is appointed 
by. the Father to lead into all Truth. 
But to do it by Imitation, or Tradi- 
tion only (as moſt do it if not all at 
this day) we know it is not an Offer- 
ing unto God in. Righteouſneſs, nei- 
ther do we believe this to be the Com- 
munton of the Body and Blood of Chriſt ; 
and yet, the eating of the Fleſh, and 
drinking of the Bl oe of Chriſt, we be- 
lieve Man muſt know and' witneſs, 
or he hath 20 Life in him, John 6. 
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53, 54, 55- and we believe that ma- 
ny are ſtriving now in their Spirits, 
as the Jews did, verſe 52. ſaying, How 
can this Man give us his gh 10 Eat? 
And not only the Jews, but many 
of his Diſciples ſaid, This is a hard 
Saying, who can bear it? Verſe 60. 
And at verſe 63. he tells them, Jr 7s 
the Spirit that quickens; the Fleſh pro- 
fiteth nothing: The Words that I ſpeak 
unto you, they are Spirit, and they are 
Life: And he that hears and under- 
ſtands theſe Words that are Spirit and 
Life, will not be offended at what 'T 
have ſpoken of the FI and Blood of ||

By the ſame Spirit and Grace we 
believe, That Prayer is an Ordinance 
of God, when performed by his Spi- 
rit, in its Words (and not thoſe which 
Man's Wiſdom teacheth) or without 
Words, by ſighs and groans which can- 
not be uttered, and theſe ſo often as 
the Spirit it ſelf pleaſeth: But the 
Form without the Spirit, whether it 
be by Words of other Men's Framing, 
or Words of a Man's own Spirit, ac- 
_ cording to his Will, Time and Man- 
#7 e n ger, 


Sn 
ner; this is not the Prayer that pre- 
wails with God. And we believe there 
is none ſo weak and infirm, but this 
Spirit proffers its help at ſome time or 
other, though Man regardeth it not; 
and the more Man's Mind is gathered 
within from all viſibles, the more he 
comes to be ſenſible of. the movings 
and ſtirrings of this- Spirit, in its ſo- 
cret cries to God, anſwerable to the 
wants of that Man or Woman, in 
whom it moves and cries. And by 
the due watching thereunto, we be- 
lieve and know the Spirit of Prayer 
and of Adoption, that cries unto God, 
comes to be diſcerned and diſtinguiſh- 
ed from a Man's own Spirit and Mill. 
We believe by the ſame Gift of 
Grace, that there are ſeveral Miuiſtra- 
tons, aud ſeveral Operations, according 
to 1 Cor. 12. and all by the ſame Spi- 
rit, as before the Law, and after the 
Law by Moſes, and after by John the 
Baptiſt, and Chriſt and his Apoſtles ; 
and in all thefe the Miniſtration had 
acceptance with God through the man- 
agement of the Spirit, and its rejeQion 
and diſlike of God for the want thereof. 
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And by this Spirit were the Scriptures 

iven forth, and Holy Men of God 
did Speak, Propheſie, Preach and 
Pray as they were moved; and for 
want of it, the Letter did and doth 
Ill. And for the further appearance 
and pouring out of this Spirit, an- 
{werable unto the Work and Service 
that God had for them to do, 
they were to wait, as Chriſt com- 
manded his Diſciples to do at Jeruſa- 
lem, to receive the Promiſe of the Fa- 
ther: For, by this Spirit, he that 
ſpeaks, ſpeaks as the Oracle of God. 
And therefore, as it was the Practice 
of the People of God in old time, to 
wait for the moving and ſtirring of 
this Spirit, that they might ſpeak as it 
gave themutterance, in the evidence and 
demonſtration thereof; ſo do this Peo- 
ple (called Quakers ) now; and ac- 
cording to its moving 1a their Hearts, 
they miniſter, according to the ſigni- 
fication of the Spirit, whereby they 
underſtand both what and when to 
ſpeak, and whea to be ſilent ; as alſo, 
who they are that miniſter and ſpeak 
in their own Wills, above the Croſs of 
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Chriſt, which the Apoſtle was careful 
always to be in ſubjection to, leſt he 
ſhould make it void, by ſpeaking the 
Words which Man's WI dom teach- 
eth; and therefore as the Saints did, 
ſo we do believe and therefore we ſpeak: 
And ſuch Preaching and Speaking in 


Faith, as well as praying in Faith, is 


acceptable unto God, as his Worſhip, 
and not otherwiſe. _ 3 
And we further believe by the ſame 
Spirit, that the Sum of all Religion, 
according to Truth, and the ſignifi- 
cation of the Word [Religion] is, 
Man not at Liberty in his Will, but 
bound again unto God, by his having gi- 
ven to him, by the Light of Chriſt with- 
in, the true ſight and knowledge of him- 
ſelf, as in himſelf, as loſt and undone 
for ever; and from this ſight a true 
ſenſe to ariſe upon and remain with 
him; from whence ſpring unutterable 
Groans and Cries unto God, under 
the weight of the burden and wretch- 
edneſs, by reaſon of the Body of Sin 
and Death; and then when there 
was none to help or pity in this ſtate, 
then his Mercy ſhewed in Chriſt the 
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Arm of God, which is revealed as an 


help, neithef ſeen, nor known, Where, 
how, or when to come at it, or 
meet with it: And this begets i in the 
Heart of that Man or Woman, in, 
and unto whom it is thus revealed, 
Thanks and Praiſes unto God, for this 
Gift and Revelation of his Son, in this 
needfal Time, whom the Soul ſees to 
be the Gift of Eternal Love. 

And we believe and know, uf 
this Love and Faithfulneſs of G 
founded, built and eſtabliſhed, the E. 
iy all ing Caenant (whereby not on- 

all Men may be ſa ved for its ability, 
Ear Hire ſhall be ſa ved 77% of its 
pyrevalency which is not like to the Cove- 
nant which he made with our, Fathers. 

And altho* 4 Mankind is not ſaved, 
yet it is not becauſe either of 1s ſuffi 
riency in this C ouenant, or — 
the Weaknefs of the Grate that ap- 
pears in and unto all Men; but be- 
cauſe of Man's will, lovin Death, and 
chooſing his own Dela tons, hereby his 

Deſtruttion is of himſelf, and God clear 
of his Blood, in the ree tender of his 
Grare, Gi and riving of his Spirit within 
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him. For we know aſſuredly, accor- 
ding to the Scriptures of Truth, and 
Experience of all Souls that ever were 
truly converted .to God, that though 
by Grace Man is ſaved, not of 1 606 
but by the free Gift; yet as the old 
World did, and thoſe rebellious Jews, 
ſpoken of, Acts 7. who, as did their 
Fathers, ſo did they, always reſiſt the 
Holy Ghoſt ; ſo do Men now. And 
yet in the tender of this Grace, and 
{triving of his Spirit, the Lord is a 
God ſo hiding himſelf in the manage- 
ment of this ſtrĩiving, and miniſtration 
of his Spirit, as if it wholly depended 
upon Man's choice and conlenting, 
that Man's will, as to him, is (as 1t 
were) free in rejecting or accepting, 
| Life and Death being ſet before him; 

whereby in the Wiſdom of God the 
propenſity of his Nature, as.it came 
out of the Hands of his Maker, hath 
an 1 by this dealing of God, 
to put forth it ſelf; ſo that Man is as 
free in the choice, as he is in the re- 


fuſal of the tender of Mercy and Help, 


and that with an equal znaifferency, as 
it appears to him in this ſtat

withſtanding afterwards, in the fur- 
ther growth in this Grace and Know- 
ledge of Chriſt, he fees clearly and 
convincingly, that the Grace (that 
wrought hiddenly from his ſight and 
knowledge in the firſt working, ten- 
der and miniſtration of God towards 
him) gained its conſent through its 
own prevalency in the Love of God; 
by which ſight and ſenſe, Self comes 
to be abhorred, and the free Love fo 
admired, that he knows from firſt to 
laſt, all was of Grace, and that free;

thing as due from what it had done, 
but all of Gift ; and yet, as before, with 
ſuch an equal indifferency on Man's 
Account; ſo that God may and will 
appear to be juſt, both in condem-

Therefore, let all take heed how - 
they diſlike this Miniſtration of God, 
and. ſtriving of his Spirit in their Hearts 
and Conſciences, under colour and pre- 
tence of its Inſulficieney; and ther- 
fore they will not come to him, b. 
Ft cauſe 
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cauſe his drawings and ſtrivings are 
not ſo ſtrong as they would have 
them to be, lock ing for ſuch an over- 
powering and irreſiſtableneſs, as they 
are not able to withſtand and gainſay; 
leſt ſuch periſh through a wilful neg- 
lect, and for want of ſtreathing out 
their hand, when the Lord holds out 
his; and fo they periſh in the ditch, 
with a vain expeQation of further 
Power, or cry in their Mouths, Lord 
have Mercy 17 1s: And ſo with the 
Sluggard, while they cry, Tet a little 
more ffuunber and folding f the hanas 
ar a their Garden is overgrown with 

'eeds, and their Backs cloathed with 
Rags, and they Beg in Harweſt ; whilſt 
others that have ſown in Tears, not 
famting, do in due time reap in Joy; 
and not Ae the Crambs that fell 
from the Table, nor the day of ſmall 
things, witneſs the preſence of their Be- 
loved, come down into his Garden, and

Here is the N atiaral Man, Py 
the Spiritual Man, and there - 
are the Perwaſions of each in and a- 
bout Matters of Religion. There is 
the Perſwaſion of 9 39 and the 
Perſwaſion of Faith. 
The Perſwaſion of Reaſon is chat | 
Belief which Man receives into his 
Mind or Heart, from the Exerciſe of . 
the Reaſoning Faculty: And this Per- 
ſwaſion in Matters o Kae, 1s but 
| Da Man's | 
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Man's Opinion or Judgment, which 
how certain or infallible ſoever it ap- 
pear to him, yet may be ſhaken by a 
Demonſtration or Evidence of an 
higher Kind and Nature. 

The Perſwaſion of Faith, is that 
Belief, Which the New Creature re- 
ceives into the renewed Mind, from 
the Evidence and Demonſtration of 
the Spirit, which openeth and mani- 
feſteth the things of the Spirit, unto 
that Mind which is begotten and re- 
newed by it. And this Perſwafion is 
certain and infallible, however it may 
be ſtruck at and battered, by the Rea- 
ſonings of the Wiſe, Earthly Part, 
even 1n that very Man, whoſe Heart 
is thus perſwaded, by the Light of 
the Spirit of God, concerning the 
things of Gods Kingdom. 
Now the loweſt Ferſwaſion of Faith 
is higher, and of a more noble Na- 
ture, than the higheſt Perſwaſion of 
Reaſon : Becauſe Faith is of an higher 
Principle, and of a deeper Nature and 
Ground, than Man's Reaſon is. But 
this (becauſe it appears not in Man's 
Sphere, but rather out of it, and is 
contrary

contrary to the line and reach of his 
Wiſdom) is accounted by him Fool- 


0 70 and Madneſs. Thus is the 
Wiſdom of God (and the Children 


thereof) judged and condemned by 


Man in his day. 

And how can it be otherwiſe? How 
can the Wiſdom of Man but judge 
that as Fooliſbneſs, whoſe Beauty and 
Excellency is hid from its Eye ? But 
this is, becauſe the Wiſdom of Man is 
out of its place, not ſubjected to the 
Wiſdom of God, but exalted above 
it; therefore (as a Curſe unto it) is it 
ſuffered to lift up it ſelf in its conceit- 
edneſs againſt, and ſo to Perſecute the 
pure Wiſdom of God, and the Birth 
thereof, that it might fall, and be 
broken, and ſnared, and taken, and 
its day deſervedly come to an end, 
and be ſhut up in the Shadows and 


Chambers of Eternal Darkneſs. 


But what Ear of Man can hear 
this! Surely none that is whole in the 


line of Man's Wiſdom, Reaſon and 
"Underſtanding, but that alone which 


is bruiſed, broken, and in ſome mea- 
ſure daſhed to pieces, by the inroads 
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of a divine Lite and Nature. This, 
in the leadings of that Life which 
hatli broken it, and in the ſhining of 
the Light Eternal upon it, and into 
it, may be enabled to take up the 
Croſs to the Natural Part, and to 
die that Death with Chriſt, which 
preſerves from the Second Death,with 
the Miſery thereof. ' e 
Happy is he, who knows and hear- 
kens to the Perſwaſions of God's Spi- 


rit, who is born of God, and taught 


to wait upon him, and worſhip him 
in Spirit, who receives his Religion 
fromthe Light of Faith, into the re- 
newed Nature and Mind, and not 


from the Reafon of Man, into Natu- 


ral Underſtanding, which is eaſily cor- 
rapted, and cannot be kept pure, but 
alone by the indwelling of the Prin- 
 ciple of Eternal Life in it 
For though ſuch may ſuffer very 

deeply in this World, from the Men of 
this World, (as the Subjects and Ser- 
vants to the Principle f Life have 
dane in all Ages and Generations) yet 
their Principle will bear them out, in 
Which God will appear to Renee 
8 | and 
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and refreſh their Spirits, and carry 
them up above all their Sufferings, in 
the Patience, Meekneſs, and Faith of 
the Lamb. And keeping to their 

Principle, they. cannot be overcome, 
but muſt either live or die Conquerers 
according to the Will and good Plea- 
ſure of Him who ordereth and diſpo- 
ſeth of all things well, and bringeth 
Good out of every Evil, in diſpite of 
all the Powers of Darkneſs. And he 
that overcometh (whether by Life or 
Death) in the Lamb's Spirit, ſhall 
wear: the Lamb's Crown, and, ſit 
down in that perfect Reſt in the Kings 
dom of the Father, which will give 
the Hearts of all his Children full Sa- 
tisfaction. In which aſſured Hope 
(Life ſtirring in our Boſoms, and 
quickening our Hearts with Love un-
